Winnipeg, June 15, '00. 
London, June 15: That General 
Botha should have been able to stand 


for two days against Lord Roberitd and 
then retreat without losing his guns 
or having any of his men captured is 
taken to mean that he has a force 
which the British must still reckon as 
formidable when acting defensively. 
The pscification of the whole of the 
Transvaal, especially wide spaces far 
from railways, is looked ugon as a 
business requiring months rather 
than weeks. Meanwhile everything 
goss well for the British arms. A 
Boer Bulletin issued June, 12 from 
Nachadorp said: “Both wings of the 
federal forsves touched advancing 
enemy yesterday east of Pretoria. 
Fighting continued until dark. The 
ugh overwhelming numb checked 
us along a line thirty miles long, the 
burghers succeeded in driving back 
their right wing iive miles.. Two 
burghers were killed and ten wounded. 

A despatch from Lorenzo Marques 
dated yesterday, says Kruger is hold- 
ing.on the gold and issuing paper notes 
from the press in the executive car of 
ths Boer government. The coin siock 
is exhausted and officiais are now 
paying out plain gold discs, unstamped; 
Some have declined to accept notes and 
have taken their salaries in gold bars. 
The Boar government is still paying 
much gold in that way. 


General Buller wii! be unable to ad- 
vance furtber until the tunnel has 
been cleared. Nearly every farm 
house his troops passed flew the white 
flag. The British took nothing with- 
out paying for it and brisk business 
was done in milk, eggs, bread aad 
chickens, by thrifty housewives, who 
were pleased to get so much English 
money. 

President Steyn is in Nitkop. His 
presence there is supposed to account 
for the Boer antivity. 

Tke Lorenzo Marques correspondent 
of the Times says: “Among the Boer 
agents here is talk of negotiations be- 
iag re-opened with a view to secur- 
ing peace. The nature of the negotia- 
tions are not made public.”

which the bill applies is intended to 
divert a share of the western grain 
trade. if not the bulk of it from the 
routes at presant followed by way of 
Buffalo and New York on the south 
and by Parry Scund and Montreal on 
the north to a new route by way o4 
Collingweod and Teronto. ‘The idea 
a? it ig that the short haul by vessels 
ac the largest size fromt Chicagrd 
Deluth and Fort William to Colling- 
wood, with the sbert 80 miles railway 
haul from Coliiugwood, tea To- 
routo then taking either barge or ruil- 
way to Montreal ‘vould pive a better 
and therefore cheaper route of trans-i 
portation than a roundabeut course by 
way, of Lake Erie to Buffalo and then 
by: Erie Camal to New York. 

The weadk“pointiin the scheme to an 
a:jdinary observer would seem to be 
that there are railways existing be 
tween Collingwood and several other 
Georgian Bay points and Toronto 
swhich do not’seem to be  overtaxed 
with traffic. How the construction of 
another railway and the expenditure 
a? the vact‘amennt of capital which it 
would entail would cheapen transpor- 
taition over this portage as it may be 
called is not altogether apparent; but 
in as much as it was a part ofa big 
firamsportaiion scheme it caused a 
great deal of interest, including op- 
pocition from a rival company. The 
jcrineipal discussion in regard to the 
bill was on a provision allowing for 
covernment jownership under cer- 
tain conditions with the result that 
the propozition to allow the govern~ 
ment to acquire the road at its value 
less all bonuses was defeated and the 
bill carried though its third reading 
without amendment.

Livingston, of Waterloo, has made a 
fimilar aunouncement and it is pos- 
sible that Mr. Sommervilie, of Brant, 
will do likewise. Messrs. Bain, Liv- 
ingstone and Sommerville are old time 
liberals who fowght the battles of ‘the 
party im their constiluencies against 
the strength of successive conservative 
governments in the past twenty years.

AN ALBERTA WHITE UP. 

In a recent issue of the “Observer” 
of Centreville, Mich., appeared a write 
up Gc! the Northwest by a genileman 
of that town who recently yisited the 
Territories. The writer has this tosay 
of Alberta: 


“Southern Alberta is essentially a 
ranching and dairying country. In this 
section it is not absolutely necessary to 
rovide either sbelter or feed for cat- 
tle, yet it is wise to at least have hay 
for stock andi it is humane io provide 
shelter for protection in case of storms. 
The grarjs of this country has great- 
Fattening qualities. Dairying in this 
section is very profitable. The cheap 
feed aud exceptional climate join in 
advantageous dairying. The rain fall 
here is largely in the spring time and 
is insufficient to grew creps one year 
with another. However, fair crops.are 
aiten produced. ‘he rainfall in this 
rection is about twelve inches per year. 
The summers are hot ard dry which 
niakes it an ideal ranching country, for 
the rass grows very rapidly n tLe 
&pring and during the moist period. 
The grass thers dries up and furnishes the 
ueiri'ious winter feed that is excelled 10 
where on the continent. All along the foot- 
hills of the Rocky Mountains are fine irri. 
gating opportunities, and at the same time 
there are enormous creps raised there hy 
this process. It wiil doubtless surprise 
some of the readers of this paper to know 
that in this fine country there are no trusts 
or combinations to rob you of the fruits of

The 
climate of Alberta is just delighful. You 
have three hundred and forty dafs of sun- 
shine ina year. It has no high winds, they 
know nothing of a velocity of twelve mies 
perhour. In all my travels 1 did not scea 
singie tree struck by Jightning. The sum 
mers are warm by day and cool at night. 
The water is simp'y superb, soft, clear and 
pure, it being metted snow from the moun- 
tains. It can be oktained in abundance: 
from 12 to 20 feet. Winter sets ia ordinar 
ily about Nov. 20, and is clear, dry and 
fresty, mercury ranging from 25 to 5C de- 
grees be‘ow zero. 

Here cattle, hogs, sheep, and horses 
thrive to perfection. Iam told 30 months 
o'd cattle that bring from $35 to $50 per 
head, can he preduced for an expense of 
And horses from 
$12 to $15 per head, service included. 
Homesteads ure being taken rapidly all 
along the railroad at Ponoka; it was taken 
about six mi'es out; and over one hundred 
have located in that section since my trip. 
The Ponoka district was my choice on ac- 
sount of its nearness to railroad, fine soi’, 
abundance of timber and excel'ert 
saat r. Spring opens here about March 
20:h. By April 15th the up-to-date farmer is 
ihreagh with bis wheat seeding. They be- 
gin to Work the large seeders just as soon as 
fuur inches of frost is out of the ground. 
Wheat harvest commenccs here about the 
middle of August. 

You have the best of school facilities. 
Just asseon as there are eight children of 
school age in a district, the government puts 
op a school house. Good wages are paid 
teachers ; the country schools average $330 
per year, but yon haveto be up to enuff, 
and you cannot 1un along animals for a life- 
time. You have goed churches and a 
plenty; Methodists and Presbyterians are 
n the ascendancy. The peoylea-e hospit- 
able, kind and good; they hail from alj 
quarters of the globe. Qatario and the 
‘tates are well represented, but few raw 
foreigners in this section. It would be en- 
tively too lengthy to go inte the subject of 
tbe ‘aws and administration of justice. And 
vill say that to my mind itis much prefer- 
:ble to what we enjoy or do not enjoy here. 

let me tell you something that will please 
you. In that grand, glorious country you 
io not merch upto the county treasurer 
and hand him tke gross proceeds of your 
six months labor, besides all the cash you 
‘an borrow from yeur wife, children and 
a nister, for the privilege of living on the 
earth, Your taxes in Canada are $4 50 to 
$5 00 on each 160 acres of iand, all for 
school purposes. You may own countless 
horses, cattle, sheep and hogs and pay no 
‘axes on them. This is land tax, simple, 
pure and *horest. ‘Henry George, why 
don’t you get these?” You ask why no 
taxis on chattels, simply because she does 
not have the large amount of government 
machinery to oil. Itis a government of the 
prople, by the people and for the people.”

THE CHINESE SITUATION. 
A Washington despatch speeking of 
th> trouble in China says; such advices 
as have reached here indicate that the 


-ituaition in China has assumed a very | 
eritical phase and one calculated to tax | 6368 


the entire resources of tha Chinese 
c<overnment. The state departnitnt 
has been in close communication with 
Mr. Conger, minister at Pekin, and 
the navy department is doing its 
share, having placed the flagship New- 
ark as far up the Pei Ho river asthe 
Taku forts, which is the nearest point 
to P:kin that the ship can reach The 
cp2rations of the “Boxers” are increas- 
ing in magnitude. Their demands are 
10 longer local, and they appear to be 
governed in their movement by some 
well-settled design. They have murder- 
ed nins Methodist missionaries in one 
province, at the town of Pachow, and 
have <losed in on Pekin. Meanwhile 
the Chinese army is suspected of dis- 
loyalty, this theory being strengthen- 
ed by the wholesale desertions of the 
soldiers to the “Boxers.” 


The transport Assaye which sailed 
from London for South Africa on the 
fifternoon of the 11th of May had 
aboard 97 officers and 1265 men, be- 
ing drafts for recruiting almost every 
arm of the service engaged in the war. 
Amongst the number were the 50 Oan- 
odians going out to recruit the Strath- 
cona. Horse. The London Times reports

WHITE WHALE LAKE. 


The country is now, in the prime of, 
its beauty—such varied tints. A green 
with an occasional touch of brown, 
and dotted with roses, daisies and 
(dirawberry blossoms making it a pice 
twre of lovelinegs, a paradise once seen 
never forgotten, No (mMonot- 
onousness of the prairie treeless re- 
gions seen further south and east, but 
beauty in its most varied and attrac- 
tive forms. The grasses are so rich 
thajt haying will be very early this sea- 
gon, in all likelihood. Strawberries 
promise abundance. Wheat and onis 
are looking well, though the quantities 
sawn are very small as yet for lack 
of settlers. Potatoes, turnips, and 
most of garden vegetables are doing 
well. Corn and beans and the delicate 
vegetables are coming along slowly be- 
cause of the cool nighis. But what 
long days! from 2:30 a. m. to 10;34! 
No twonder vegetation is rapid. 

A receni letter from a prospective 
settler in Washington Staie asks some 
questions that may be referred to pub- 
licly and replied to by the following’ in- 
fdrmation; White Whale like, called 
on the maps,Wabamun L.,--is 40 miles 
directly west of Edmonton. The coun- 
try all around it so far as Iecan sex 
and hear is well timbered, the timber 
covering one-tenth to one-half of the 
whole, chiefly. poplar,spruce and tama- 
rac, with some birch and willow. ‘The 
land is not the level prairie, but roll- 
ing, inclined to hiliy. Water is plenti- 
fui and of excellent quality. Our 
Indian peop!e have not yet taken kind- 
iy to farming. Chief Paul does the 

most ip grain raising line. There is 
a, bunch of 90 cattle on the reserve. 
Corn, tomattees, cucumbers and melons 
are among the delicate plants that are 
not certain toripen. ‘The svil is veget- 
able mould from 6 to 20 inches in depth 
with a clay subsoil. There are several 
varieties of wild grasses, but I am un- 
able to rame them. ‘The country is 
most admirable fer stock-raising, none 
could be better. Wo danger of malarial 
No need for doctors here.

That is 
the only way it could be done. If they 
wait till the land is formaliy declared 
apen, then only even sections are open 
or homestead, the odd sections being 
abtainable only by purchase. That is 
why in so many settlements the set- 
tlers are sofar apart. Let me repeat, 
. former remark. We prefer law- 
abiding, God-fearing men and women 
is settlers in this beautiful part of 
God’s vineyard. Come on and_ see the

‘In reference to the Chinese “Box- ‘ 


-er” insurrection, a despatch from 
Tien Tsin cn the 8th, says: It is re- 
ported from Chinese official sources 
that 4,000 Boxers surrounded 1,500 
Chinese troops between Lofa and Yong 
Teun yesterday, and according to the 
latest news fighting is still going on 
this morning. Officials say that 500 
Boxers were killed, but give no account 
of the Chinese casualties. Thirty of 
Gen. Nieh’s troops encountered a body 
of Boxers three miles from here on the 
Taku road and killed twenty-one of 
them. No news hias been received 
from :Pao Ting Fu fer three days, and 
the situation there is believed to be 
avitical. It is reported that the Chint 
ese troops have been defeafed near 
there. The French crusiers D’En- 
ltrecasteaux and Jean Bart, and the 
Russian cruiser Rossie have arrived at 
Taku.

hinged on the measure ef ownership 
bs the railway company of the land 
comprised in its right of war. . The 
premier, the minister of inland rev- 
enue, Sit Chas. Tupper and Hon. Mr. 
Heegart, ex-minister of railways, held 
that the right of way was the private 
property of the railway company te 
be used as the company pleased. The 
western members heid that the right 
of way belonged to the company only 
for uses connected with the ra‘lway 
and that the public had the right to 
demand the use of a part of the right 
of way for p'acing ersin warehouses 
thereon, the opportunity of erecting 
sm@ch warehouses being a necessary 
accommodation on the part ef the rail- 
way to ihe trade of the country. On 
this coint : 

Hon. Mr. Haggart said: As to the 
power of tins parliament to so legis- 
late, there caa be no doubt whatever. 
We have the right to iegislate in any 
direct‘on we choose and make any con- 
ditions we like. As to the right of 
property that the railway has in the 
land, it has the right of fee simple un- 
der our statute. In this iespect its 
right is different from what it would 
be in England. In Engiand, the land 
expropriated by a railway company re- 
verts to the party from whom it was 
expropriated unless it is used for rail- 
way purposes, but in this count.y \! Ine 
case is entirely different. 

But while we have this large power 
to legislate, our legisiation should al- 
vays be reasonable. While we have 
the power to make the railway com- 
panies build sidings, without .remun- 
eration in any manner whatever, we 
ought always to exermise that power 
im aymanner consistent witb the rights 
of the company_and with justice, as we 
would do iu the ease ef an individual. 
Have we done so in this case? What 
more is it that is required by the peo 
pie? They have standard elevators 
and the right to load on flat carsjand 
naw the right to buiid flat warehouses 
The proposed legislation gives the pub- 
lic the right to erect a flat warehouse 
on the company’s premises after get- 
ting location of a siding, and the rail- 
way company is obliged to furnish such 
location at a nominal rentai. Surely 
that shovid be sufficient. You will 
not surely require that the company, 
besides doing this for the one eleva- 
tor, shall have to do it for any number 
of elevators. This kind of legislation 
is new to the people in this section of 
the Dominion and is going a long way.

I rose to say that the lezislation is 
merfectly within our zights, but -we 

ight not to exercise that right with- 

the strongest reason. If it be ne- 
cessary to expeopriate property that 
belongs io a railway company and com- 
. railway company to build sidings 
property without their having 
vs to say in the maiter at all, 
should do tt to the least possible ex- 
required. 


All possibile requirements are pro- 


y 


ed. You have a standard elevator, { 


you have the right to load on flat cary 
naw you hajve a flat elevator, aud you 
want further Jegislation. You want, 
if the commissioner requires it, to com- 
pel the company to nave not ouvly this 
one flat elevator at a station but ten 
or fifteen or twenty mofe. 

Mr. Oliver. I am glad to hear the 
cause of sweet jus‘ice championed so 
strongly in this House, but justice is 
not a one-sided affair. And, for my 
part, while we ave considering what is 
justice in this matter, I woulc like to 
clear myself, *f possible, from the posi- 
tion of asking anything that is not 
justice, in other words. of being a par- 
ty to any socia'istic proposition or any 
proposition te confiscate private pro- 

srty.. Let us get this matter down 
to a focus. What is the right of own 
ership of a railway company and its 
right of way? Is that right of way 
handed over to the railway company 
to do with it as it pleases ? 

Mr. Haggart. ‘They have it in fee 
simple under our statute. 

Mr. Oliver. Never mind about 
iCadmie, Was that right of 
granted to the railway company or al-+ 
jawed to be acquired by the railway 
cqmpany to do as it pleases with it 
as private property? If John Smith 
owns a farm bere, and James Brown 
there wants to own it, James Brown 
must come to Jobn {mith and pay 
John Simith his price for it. Bui if 
James Brown ig a raijroadi company 
and wants part of John Smith’s land, 
he can wet it under an act of expro- 
priation at a valuation. Why is the 
railroad company given thai privilege? 
Is it, as I say, to do as it pleases with 
the land? No. James Brown can do 
as he pieases with the land purchased 
by him because he has paid John 
Smith’s price for it; but when the rail- 
Way company is allowed the right of 
expropriation, it is with the under- 
standing that it will use that land for 
a certain purpose for the public ser- 
vice, and for the public benefit. I do 
not care what any statute says or what 
the law generally says, that is the faci 
and there is no getting away from 
tt. Now, the railroad owns the right 
of way for the same purpose as it owns 
its railroad; and it does not own its 
yailroads independent of the right of 

egislation by this parliament without 

he imputation of confiscation being 
sed against us. This parliament has 
inherently, it hails by understanding, 
nd it has by legislation, the right to 
regulate the rates for handling the 
‘fic over tie railroad. There is no 


the 
way 


question of confiscation in that. We 
have an absolute right io do this in 
tha public interest; it is part of the 
public business. Then, if we have such 
right in regard to the actual rails and 
rood-bed, how is if. that the right of 
way is in any different position? 
Shall the right of way be regarded as 
purely private properly, so that the 
railway company might build a wall 
te prevent us geiting at the railroad; 
prevent us exercisiag our rights in re- 
lation to that railroad ? 


Mr. Haggart. This parliament has 
arn absolute right of disposition, the 
right to confiscate not only the rail- 
way property but any other. 

Mr. Oliver. But I deny the confis- 
cation, and I decline to be put in that 
pouitior. There is no confiscation ox 
the part of this parliament when we 
resulate the traffic on the railroad. 
Then, there is no confiscation on the 
part of this parliament in rezulating 
the use to which the right of way\shall 
be put. The railroad is allowed to own 
the right of way for the purpose of car- 
rying on the work of thst railroad. 
All we demard here is that the right 
of way shall be used for the purpose 
fo: which it was allowed to be acquired 
by the company—to facilitate the 
trade of the country. "Chat is all we 
demand in demanding the might to 
erect flat warehouses on the company’s 
right of way. We deny that we are 
confiscating the company’s property; 
we claim we are simply cow pelling the 
bo:npany to carry ovt the purpose for 
which it was given a corporate ex- 
istence, and for which it was allowed 
to acquire this right of way. It will 
be admitted that the providing o? faci- 
lities for the trade of the country is 
the first consideration, and that that 
daminates the.private right or the cor- 
porate right of tae railroad. And if 
we prove that the trade of the coun- 
try dsmands and requires that ‘he 
right of way of the company shali be 
used ita that way, we have established 
our case, and there is no confiscation 
in the matter. Now, the evidence be- 
‘ore the grain commigsion, ctitablished 
the fact that tbe grain trade of the 
country was hampered and hindered, 
that unreasonable tolls were taken 
from the farmers of the country by 
reacon of the elevator system and the 
monopoly that was connected with it. 
That being established, the right to 
compel the company to allow the erect- 
ion on its right of way of such ware- 
hoses as are necessary to carry on the 
groin trade of the country’ is establish~ 
ad. And, so far from this parliament 
trespassed upon the rights of the coun- 
pany by demanding that they should 
use the right of way in that manner, 
it is the railroad company that dras 
Kreg ussed upon the rights of the coun- 
try in. preventing the rigbt oi (way 
being used for the purposes of the traf- 

ic of the country. .

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WAR SUMMARY. 

On the 10th, Gen. Buller wired the 
war office details of his actions at 
Laing’s Nek. He regorted that the 
Boers 2,000 strong at that place had 
been in passessron of a very strong 
and well arranged position, and adds 
that the enemy, having evacuated the 
position, must have been dishearten- 
ed. The Natal Commander had been 
delayed the previous day bringing up 
provision trains. To-day’s despatches 
aonounce that he is in complete posses- 
sion of the Pass. } 

The enemy have caused trouble dur- 
ing the past few days near Kronstadt. 
As this is on thé line over which 
Roberts ’army marched, it is probable 
that the force consists of several 
bands who have joined since then. 
Comsiderable damage was done to the 
railroad and on the 7th, the fourth 
battallioa of ‘the Derbyshire  regi- 
ment was surrounded and forced to 
surrender after hard fighting. The 
British casualties were nearly 100; 
fifteen men and two officers _ being 
Billed. The captives would number 
about 500. This action of the Boers 
in breaking up Lord Roverts’ line of 
communication would certainly be 
dangeroug to the British forces were 
the enemy’s forces greater or ours less. 
Another despatch is to the effect that 
Gen. Hunter has defeated a large party 
of Boers who had destroyed the rail- 
road north of Kronstadt.,

LORD ROBERTS. 

In a recent sketch of Lord Roberis{ 
Julian Ralph thus describess at least 
one of the causes of the field mar- 
shall’s great success as a military 
leader: 

“He is all things to all men, inj the 
best sense of the phrase,” said one who 
“He has the royal 
gift of remembering everybody, the 
humane quality of flawless tact, the 
superior, almost superhuman. gift of 
justice. Good men like him because he 
is good; kindly men find a responsive 
chord in his nature; and those who 
are stern feel that he, too, is stern 
upon occasion.” He has complimented 
a Tommy on his scidierliness in such 
a way as to win the man’s loyalty! to 
the end and surrender of his life, and 
on the very same day he has ordered 
home a general, knowing that the or- 
der carried with it the disgrace of a 
man who meant as well as himself 
but had not the capacity to realize 
his embition. His army _.. will 
do anything for him; march longer, 
starve harder, go without tents, 
blankets, and rum more days and 
weeks, and die in greater numbers for 
him than for any other man _ alive. 
And they will do all these things will- 
ingly and gladly, where other armies 
might protest and grumble and _ go 
ahead with sullenness. He can get 
more out of an army, from the Guards 
down to ihe roughest scouting force— 
as he did betweev. Modder river and 
Bloemfontein—than any Russian or 
German general could have extorted 
with iron and discipline and adaman- 
tine authority. It was the so«alled 
“London pets’—the ‘© Guards — who 
broke all European’ records in a three 
days’ march into the Free State, In- 
stead of grumbling, they made it a 
matter for boasting. Whenever other 
privates would damn another leader, 
Roberts’ men would simply’ say: “Bobg 
‘znows what ’e’s about; Bobs will do 
the job.” It suffices the ma jority 
merely to sum up Lord Roberts with 
this phrase:—“’E is a man.” He can 
make no mistake that his army’ will 
Tecognize. Whatever he orders or 
does is regarded as’ the reflection of 
ifuperhuamn inspiration.

There is lit- 
tle doubt that not only “Boxers,” but 
the Chinese government itself,—if as 
weported, it is in in sympathy with 
the “Boxers” and means to svstain 
them—covld be speedily brought to 
terms if the various outside powers 
would agree to unite Lheir energies tu 
that end, with no ulterior purposes, 
but if one or more of the powers shall 
seize an opportunity for pushing sel- 
fish claims and for seeking to gain 
selfish advantage over others, there 
is no telling how long the trouble may 
last, or how widespread and alarming 
it may become.
